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EDITORIAL 


Sign me up 

...I’VE had a gutsful...They’re out to get 
us!” I answered the phone call, and 
those were the opening words of the 
conversation. No “hello” or “how are 
you...” The caller is a world famous 
(literally) hot rod builder. He had not 
long read the SIVANZ letter published 
in the March issue of NZV8* about the 
number of business advisory groups 
talking to government about climate 
change initiatives (pushing EV’s) and 
the potential that special interest vehicle 
(SIV) owners may be denied, or have 
restricted, access to fossil fuels in the 
future. He then read another article in 
the March issue of Classic Car magazine 
about the growing number of people 
(operating in political circles) ramping 
up discussions on the “unsafe” aged fleet 
and how the author was trying to get 
accident statistics from NZTA** to counter 
the argument. Then, a perfect storm. 

On the TV3 news on Monday 25 Feb, an 
electricity reseller was being interviewed 
and was lamenting the slow uptake of 
EV’s and that to achieve the government’s 
target of 64,000 EV’s *** on the road by 
2021 they needed bold initiatives. His 
view was that we could get 100,000 EVs 
on the road by 2021. To achieve that 
we should be taxing big petrol engines 
and diesels’ more, (the words used were 
to “subsidise” the uptake of EV’s) 

No wonder the caller had had a 
guts full! The number of self-serving 
business groups promoting their 
products and services at the expense 
of fossil fuel(s) based industries 
and economy is growing, fast. 

The discussion with the business 
owner reinforced the passion of men and 
women in the SIV business world have 
for their businesses and the industry as 
a whole. It also reinforced that unless 
we have a strong industry group, each 
individual business owner is left to 
manage direct change alone, and, they 
also have to foresee and mitigate changes 
that affect SIV owners (their customers) 
to determine how their business may be 
affected. As changes affect SIV owners, so 
too will they affect SIVMAS businesses. 


SIVMAS is the industry forum for those 
businesses manufacturing or supplying 
components and services to the SIV 
fraternity. These businesses are specific 
to us; they are unique. It has been said 
that SIV businesses could be making a 
$3-4Bn contribution to the NZ economy 
each year. How do we know that for 
sure? If we had to, how would we prove 
that and demonstrate the significance 
of the industry to the NZ economy? 

How many men and women does the 
industry employ? How many are in any 
sort of formal industry training? Are 
ITO’s matching training needs to our 
skills requirements? What innovations 
are developed out of SIV businesses? 

Currently, very little data is available 
on the SIV industry; therefore we can’t 
promote and celebrate all the good work 
that is being done and the contributions 
being made to the NZ economy in any 
public forum. Nor do we understand 
what the common problems are that 
we may be able to tackle together to 
keep the industry healthy and vibrant. 

The government’s Productivity 
Commission report last year on a Low 
Emission Economy, described businesses 
in and around the fossil fuel industry as 
“dirty businesses”. That term should spark 
a reaction in every SIV based business 
owner. If that is how your SIV business 
was described in 2018, can you imagine 
what term might be used in 2020 as we 
head towards our first general election 
where climate change will be at its heart? 

There are currently six government 
departments working on initiatives 
around climate change and or a low 
emissions economy. The government has 
just announced another $ 11m of taxpayer 
funds as a boost to the EV industry. There 
are some surprising uses for the funds. 
Business owners in the EV industry can 
apply for funds to offset start-up costs 
to sell and promote EV related products 
and services. One business has received 
$350,000 to buy two EV trucks to hire 
back to the freight transport industry, and 
several have received substantial funding 
to set up EV charging stations. How 
many SIV businesses get government 
funding to offset new equipment 
purchases to improve or expand their 
businesses or to start a new one? 

Interestingly, a recent survey of drivers 
indicated that 34% of them were thinking 



about purchasing an 
EV. 49% indicated 
that they had no 
intention of purchasing 
one. The remaining 
17% are silent. 

The results seem at odds in 


consideration of the millions of 
taxpayer dollars being invested into 
EV businesses and EV promotion for 
such a small proportion of the driving 
population owning, or leaning towards 
owning, an EV. In our view, the needs 
of nearly half of the driving population 
are being ignored. The rub is that this 
majority group will continue to subsidise 
the EV uptake and required industry 
infrastructure through taxation. 

SIVMAS is not decrying the EV 
industry or any initiative that improves 
the economy and wellbeing of New 
Zealanders. EV’s are an important 
and valid component for getting to 
a cleaner and emissions appropriate 
balance. What we are concerned 
about is the inequitable treatment of 
business categories (govt, funding for EV 
businesses vs nothing for SIV businesses) 
and the language that politicians and 
newly formed advisory groups are using 
to promote their political agendas and 
businesses. The repeated inference that 
the aged fleet is unsafe and businesses 
that support the aged fleet are “dirty” 
in some way is not acceptable. 

The issue for SIV businesses and SIV 
owners is that this negative persuasion 
is not being countered by anyone and 
we fear it will be a term which sticks. 
The politicians and business groups are 
getting significant air time on TV and 
radio and various publications extolling 
the virtues of EV’s. Expect this rhetoric 
to get to fever pitch over the next 18 
months. Where is the SIVMAS story? 

SIVMAS is to embark on a membership 
drive campaign over the next few 
months. We appreciate that SIVMAS 
is not going to fit everyone. 

The objective of the campaign is 
to promote membership growth in 
SIVMAS and start gathering industry 
information to confirm the actual 
size and contribution SIV businesses 
make to the NZ economy. 

Not all businesses we reach out to 
will see the value in SIVMAS, but we 
hope that they still contribute to the

HI PAUL. I must say NZHRM is in 
good shape with you and your team 
producing a world-class hot rod mag. 

It is with still a heavy heart that I write 
again to NZHRM to warn other hot 
rodders of the danger of asbestos dust 
which caused the untimely death of my 
best mate Scotty. (The Ultimate Westie 
- See Flying Farewell in March issue) 

He was diagnosed with lung cancer 
caused by exposure to asbestos dust. 
His exposure came from blowing dust 
out from brake drums and clutches. 
Probably from his days at Railside 
Wreckers in Henderson. But as there 
is NO minimum exposure to asbestos 
dust, who knows for sure? He and 
most likely all of us hot rodders and 
classic car guys and gals with our 
older cars have been exposed to this 
horrible stuff which used asbestos 
in brake and clutch components. 
Nowadays our replacement parts are 
supposed to be Asbestos Free, but we 
have to still remove and handle the 
original Asbestos products from our 
older cars. So, as a safety precaution 
we must wear a good dust mask, and 
don’t blow the dust out, wash it out 
with water or brake clean and catch 
it in rags or similar then dispose of 
it in the trash can. Don’t burn the 
rags because the Asbestos will get 
you another day as it does not burn. 
Asbestos dust is not like other specks 
of dust which can be coughed up. 

All dusts and smoke are bad for your 
lungs, and as we were not fitted with 
an air filter at birth, we are in trouble. 
So we must be careful. Would you run 
your new reconditioned engine in a 
dusty place without an air cleaner, “no 
bloody way mate” so let’s be careful 
and try and outlive our new engines.

At the start of 
project or modification to get us 
all on the same page"...I just about 
spilled my drink laughing at this. 

The home-building of hobby cars in 
New Zealand is disappearing in a large 
black hole. The LVVTA certification 
process is killing it, but as long as 
they get their fee they don’t care!! 

Go over to the UK, take a Triumph 
Stag, remove the old 3-litre Triumph 
V8 and fit a Rover V8. Next time your 
vehicle is due for an MOT (WOF) 
check, take proof of the source of the 
Rover V8 to prove it is not stolen: the 
new engine is added to the record of 
your car in the system, and you have 
notified your insurance company. Fee 
required for the certification nil, just 
part of the MOT (WOF) price process. 
Add a 5-speed transmission to a car, 
fee payable NIL. In New Zealand take 
an 8 inch Ford diff out of your car 
and replace it with a 9 inch Ford diff, 
Fee time!! We don’t manufacture cars 
in this country but appear to know 
something about getting a fee out of 
people, in the name of safety of course!!

After three 
years of prototyping and perfecting, he created what is now 
called the Grypmat.

> Magic Bus 

AUTOMOTIVE artist Randy Grubb, creator 
of Jay Leno’s Tank Car, the B-702, Piss’d Off 
Pete, the Falconer Dodici, the DecoPods, and 
the DecoLiner, unveiled his San Francisco 
tribute sculpture, The Magic Bus, at the 
Grand National Roadster Show in January 
The 1960s Haight-Ashbury inspired bus incorporates 
the nose of a 1947 Divco truck, America’s iconic 
milk truck, and a 23-window Volkswagen Kombi 
van. The chassis is from a 1973 GMC motorhome 
and a 435 Olds engine powers the vehicle. Grubb 
fashioned the front bumpers from those of a ’49 
Plymouth and a ’57 Corvette, while the rear is 
styled after the ’59 VW bus bumpers. The knockout 
flourish to the Magic Bus is its elevator, powered by 
an ATV winch motor and pulleys hidden beneath 
the floorboard. Its design was inspired by the 
transport tube in the Jupiter 2 from the iconic 1960s 
Lost in Space television series. Grubb created the 
Magic Bus for The Battery, a private members club 
in San Francisco, to be used for taking members to 
events outside of The Battery, and to be chartered 
by members for private use. Frequent use is likely 
to be experiential wine tours to Sonoma and 
Napa.

I THINK we were always meant to 
own this car. We’d been looking 
for a 1959 Pontiac Bonneville, four- 
door, pillarless with a vista roof for 
some time. We started off looking 
for a ‘60, but the more we looked, 
the more the ‘59s appealed, the fins, 
the dash, the upholstery, the steering 
wheel, the split grill...are all over- 
the-top’. And then we found it! 

A month before Christmas 2015 I 
came across it on the net. It was for 
sale in Northern California with a car 
broker, just South of San Francisco. 

I said to Jude “I think I’ve found 
our car” It ticked all the boxes. 

The next day I had Ashley Barker 
contact the seller. Ash has had a great 
deal of experience importing cars 
from the States, for himself and others. 
He spoke to the broker, only to be 
told the car had been sold. We were 
gutted! We told ourselves there d be 
another one out there somewhere. 
With Christmas and the holidays out of 
the way the search continued. Then, 
midway through January, bugger me, 
if the same ‘59 wasn’t advertised again, 


with the same guy. I was about to pick 
up the phone to call Ash when he 
rung me, “That car is for sale again” 
he said. He rang the broker and this 
time was told that the car was for 
sale again, but a guy from San Fran 
had just come down to look at it and 
was going to let the broker know if 
he could come up with the money, 
by 12 pm the next day. If the broker 
hadn’t heard from him by 12pm, it was 
ours. What a nervous wait that was. 

At 11.58am (California time) the 
next day, Ash rang the broker, and 


twelve long minutes later he called me: 
“You own it” he said. We were rapt. 
Ashley arranged for it to be picked and 
transported to the shipper’s yard in 
LA. The car was shipped, and another 
nervous wait began....was it as good as 
the broker said? Was the engine smokey? 
Was it straight or full of bog? Was it 
rusty? Was it going to fit in the garage? 

The Pontiac arrived towards the end 
of February 2016. To me, it looked 
pretty good, a solid, honest, original 
car. The fuel gauge was on empty, and 
we went to put some gas in it. It took 
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approx a litre; it was full! The drive 
home was interesting. I turned the radio 
on - nothing! Broken, like the fuel gauge 
I thought. The engine ran smoothly, and 
the trans seemed to change okayish, 
but the brakes were diabolical. Foot on 
the pedal and it was “Exit Stage Left”. 

Just then, the valves must have warmed 
up, and the radio burst into life with 
“Sixteen Candles” blaring out of the 
one speaker, in the middle of the dash 
at full noise. I nearly shat myself! 

It did fit in the garage - just! The plan 
was to get it complied and just drive it 
for a while, that was until I put my knee 
through the trunk floor. We decided 
there and then that with replacing 
the trunk floor, we might as well go 
the whole hog. We reconditioned 
the brakes - (the left front cylinder 
was the only one working surprise, 
surprise) We then stripped everything 
off and out of the car with a plan was 
to have it back together and ready in 
time for Muscle Car Madness 2017. 

Along with the trunk floor, we ordered 
a new fuel gauge sender, trunk seals, 
windshield rubbers, door-window 
seals, carpet, hood insulation, trunk 
trims, front indicator lenses and parcel 
tray all from Original Parts Group in 
the States. We are amazed at what 
you can still buy for these old cars. 

When we took all the stainless 
trim off, we marked them and 
taped all the clips onto them, so 
we had an idea of where they came 
from when it came to assembly. 

The car had been repainted at some 
stage (badly) with everything just masked 
up (badly) and then just a quick flick by 
the looks of it, (badly) perhaps painted 
by Earl Scheib? I decided that the best 
thing to do was to start afresh and take 
it back to the bare metal, so the sanding 
began and went on and on - and on! 

The trunk floor arrived, I cut the old 
one out and welded the new one in. 
Another couple of rust repairs around the 
bottom of the rear screen and along the 
drip rails were repaired as well and once 
complete we were ready for the paint 
shop. I chose Blackwells Paint and Panel 
as they have some very talented people 
there, and although they are not known 
as a restoration shop, I knew that the car 


was in good hands. Oh - and the other 
reason was that I work there. Steve Lees 
Godwin completed the panel beating 
and worked his magic to achieve the 
near-perfect door, hood and trunk gaps. 

We ummed and aahed over a few 
different colour combinations, but 
in the end, it was an easy choice: red 
with a white roof. The red is a Holden 
colour called Velvet Red, and the roof 
is a three-layer pearl called Visual 
White. The team in the paint shop 
have made a great job of applying the 
top quality Sikkens products. We used 
Sikkens Autoclear Plus HD clearcoat, 
and we think the result is stunning. 

We took the engine out and while 
the car was being painted, took the 
opportunity to de-gunge it and repaint 
it the period correct Pontiac Blue. Not 


that anyone would know it is the correct 
engine colour for that year except me. 

The 389 is the original engine and with 
the four-barrel carb was rated at 330hp. 
It’s coupled to a four-speed Hydromatic 
transmission. The radiator was looking 
a bit worse for wear, and although 
not leaking we decided to replace it. 

It was too expensive to rebuild so we 
opted for a three core aluminium one 
out of the States. As it wasn’t an exact 
replica, I had Mitch King from King 
Fabrication modify it for me. Mitch also 
built the aluminium overflow bottle 
and the case for the stereo we installed. 

I replaced all hoses, fuel lines, belts 
and fitted new hose clips all around. 

With the engine back in, it was time to 
take the Bonneville home for assembly. 
While the car was being painted, we 
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used that time to clean up all the exterior 
stainless trim. We washed the dirt and 
grime out of the insides, removed all the 
overspray and polished them all; some 
were dented so I thought I would have a 
go at fixing them myself. It went better 
than I expected and although time- 
consuming it was very satisfying seeing 
the end result. A lot of the moulding 
clips were buggered and it was a bit of 
a mission sourcing those - especially 
the ones for the inner fin moulds as 
they are unique to the Bonneville. 

Muscle Car Madness 2017 had come 
and gone by this stage, but we were 
definitely going to be there in 2018. 

Paul “Shorty” Banks fitted a new 
headlining and sun visors, as well as 
repairing a split in the driver’s seat. 

His workmanship is outstanding! The 
upholstery is all original, and although 
it shows some sign of wear having a few 


marks, there was no thought of replacing 
such a unique feature of the car. 

The wheels were another ‘no 
brainer’. They were always going 
to be classic Cragars. I wanted to 
fill up the wheel arches with mags 
and big tyres, so I opted for 15-inch 
Cragars with 235/75 R 15s all round. 
Murray from Buck Engineering 
handled the lowering duties for us. 

As we neared the end of the rebuild, 

I started to worry that I was enjoying 
the journey of fixing up this old car and 
would I enjoy the driving part as much? 

It was complied and registered at the 
end of September 2017 even though 
there were still a few things to tidy up 
and finish off, but essentially after 18 
months of just about every night and 
every weekend of Jude and me working 
on it, we were actually driving it. 

We attended Muscle Car Madness 2018, 


the Kaikoura Hop and gained a Top 10 
placing at the Canterbury USA Day. 

At Christmas time we took it on a 
roady down south to Gore, Queenstown, 
Alexandra and Central Otago to visit 
Family and friends. It never missed 
a beat. Driving through Maniototo 
country, with the windows down, on 
a hot summers day, stereo blasting...I 
highly recommend it! As to the question 
of building v driving? The answer is 
driving - hands down - we love it!

SINCE I was a kid, I’ve always 
been keen on hot rods and V8s. 

Over the years I’ve owned Ford 
Flacon XR8s and other modified 
cars, but all have been Fords.

I’m a Ford guy, so 
there are no imposter GM parts in 
the pickup such as 350 Chev motor! 

Now the project is complete 
and looking back, choosing the

is amazing, and I would recommend Lloyd, Nathan and the 
team to anyone looking to build a car. Thanks to my wife Julie 
for being so understanding along this journey with the build.

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Harry Wright 

(1951-2019) 


MANY southern rodders knew Harry 
very well, and a more dedicated rodder 
did not exist. He was an early member 
of Hurricanes Rod and Custom club, the 
same club Roger Devlin(Wild Honey) 
made famous. Harry’s well known 
T-bucket, Novel T’ was displayed 
unfinished at a Dunedin show in 1972 
alongside Roger Devlin’s last rod, Black 
Knight,’ a 1940 Ford coupe using the 
leftover ‘Wild Honey’ parts. Harry kind of 
took over where Roger left off, promoting 
the club’s name all over New Zealand. 

Harry completed an engineering 
apprenticeship at T.L. McLean engineering 
(still in business) and eventually gained 
an interest in old cars, then hot rods. 

He found a Model T pickup on a farm in 
1970 and with the help from Pops’ built 


it into a show winning bucket which was 
featured in NZHRM Sep ‘73 pgs 3-7. It 
did very well on the show circuit and 
still survives today and is being rebuilt 
by Daryl Blacktopp in Christchurch. 

Many cars came and went including 
the ‘Fat Cat’ F100 (now Tom Taylors), 
a 1947 sedan, a 1946 Ford coupe (HW 
1946) and Rob Bingham’s old 1942 Ford 
tudor he converted into a 1946 tudor 
sedan, (still a going rod in Dunedin) 

In 1976 Harry traded a 1934 ford 
tudor body with John Lynch in “Oz” for 
a bunch of 1933 Ford roadster panels, 
in fact, parts from three cars. Harry 
built the roadster into another top 
car which was “right on the money”. 

It was featured in NZHRM June 1980 
on the cover and pages 5,6 and 7. 

After many extended holidays and 
the passing of his dad, he moved to 
Castlemaine permanently where he 
became heavily involved in the local 
rodding scene. He became great mates 
with Rob Carroll, Ray Charlton, Eddie 
Ford and of course “Lynchy”. Many 
buying trips to the US followed where 
he based with great ex-pat Kiwis Mike 
and Judy Lawrence, and he also loved 
Squeaks “pub nights” in Bakersfield 
Harry had amassed many great cars 
including an Ardun powered ‘33 Ford 
coupe, a 1933 Ford Victoria and a 1947 
Mercury coupe ute amongst many others. 
Suddenly a few years back Harry was 
diagnosed with Alzheimer’s disease and 
spent the past few years in a hospice. He 
informed visitors that he was building a 
new hot rod in the room next door and 


the chassis was under the bed.he wasn’t! 

Rob Carroll went ‘beyond the call 
of duty’ with all the care and basically 
running Harry’s life also with much 
New Zealand support by Kiwi Frank 
Collins. I did many trips with Harry, and 
he passed away on MCM weekend 2019. 
Irony? There was lots of humour with 
“H” as he became known. He would 
come round to visit you. He was short 
and in those days very round! If you 
worked in the shed with him, you needed 
a crash helmet because if things were 
not going well, the “’tools would fly”. 
Rodders around the world will miss him.

(17 May 1966- 9February 2019) 
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GUY Devereux, hot rodder and a top 
panel beater, based in Christchurch, 
was killed in a car accident at Kyebum 
Diggings in central Otago on 9 February.

Tony Devereux), Guy and his partner Bex 
were returning to the family holiday home 
after going for a swim. Guy enjoyed life, 
family and friends to the max, sincerity 
and integrity being key components of 
his makeup. He and Bex were often the 
life of the party, and always great fun to 
be around. Bex received minor injuries 
in the accident. Some of the tales related 
at Guy’s funeral service had attendees 
laughing one moment, crying the next. 

Guy’s metalworking skills go back 
decades, belying his age, and his CV 
includes restoration of his dad’s vintage 
Packards, plus many local hot rods and 
classics. Condolences to Bex, Guy’s 
three daughters and six grandkids, 
brothers, and of course dad Tony, mum 
Diane and their respective partners.

Detail and 
workmanship was incredible with most people impressed by the fact it still looked like a 1936 Ford.

AS good as it gets would be the most appropriate 
way to describe the Grand National Roadster 
Show (GNRS) in Pomona, California. Always 
held at the end of January, in California’s 
winter, the climate was still pleasant enough 
for us visiting the show for the first time. With 
America’s Most Beautiful Roadster (AMBR) 
Award being the USA’s longest-running 
award, this entire event holds a lot of prestige 
throughout the hot rod and custom car industry. 
Display vehicles travel from all over the country 
as well as some international visitors. This event 
is the place to debut any new build a shop has. 
Remember it was only a few years ago when 
New Zealand’s Rods by Reid displayed (and 
won its class) with Steve Payne’s American 
Speed ’33 cabriolet. This year’s New Zealand 
connection came along when the author was 
asked to join the judging team for America’s 
Most Beautiful Roadster award - see sidebar. 


Chad Adams from Adams Rod Shop was an AMBR contender with his fully 
tendered 1932 Ford roadster. Aggressive rake and stance included big and 
little wire wheels and a Y-block under the hood. Chad was joined by ex¬ 
pat Kiwi Dion Wilcox from Brisbane who helps with a lot of Chad’s builds. 
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Americas Most Beautiful 
, filibuster Competition A 


Cory & Ashley Taulbert’s 1932 Ford roadster was a favourite AMBR contender 
given the fact they have driven the car all over the USA including events like 
the Hot Rod Hillclimb in Colorado. The H&H Flatheads powered car features 
Daryl Hollenbeck paint and creative chassis engineering by Cory himself. 

It was awarded the Brizio Family Driven Award which was very fitting. 


Steve Moal collaborated with Jackie Howerton to build this scaled 
down 1932 Ford roadster with the classic design Moal is renowned 
for and the typical speedway heritage of Howerton. It was a 
favourite for the red-blooded hot rodder with racing in their blood. 




Dominator Street Rods completely revamped a 20-year-old street rod for 
this year’s AMBR contention. Despite the detailing throughout, it was felt 
that it was a car which was possibly 20 years too late for the big award. 


Marty Strode has been building a recreation of the Spalding 
Bros track T roadster complete with a Jimmy six engine for 
renowned hot rod and custom car journalist, Pat Ganahl. 


Outside in the Galpin Speed Shop stand was 
Dave Shuten’s totally rad sixties era 1932 Ford 
roadster with a 4-71 blown smallblock Chev, 
as well as a host of vintage speed equipment 
Shuten, has collected over the years. 


Roseville Rod & Custom just completed this incredible 
1936 Ford three-window coupe for Am ie & Teri Angelo. 
Yes, that’s a SCOT blown Ardun under the hood with a bead

blast finish to tie in with the one-off vintage style wheels. 
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With around 1000 vehicles spanning six buildings 
of the Pomona Fairplex (yes the same location of 
the L.A. Roadster Show and also the Pomona Swap 
Meet) with another 800 vehicles displayed outside, 
along with indoor and outdoor vendors, there’s 
truly something for everyone including the Suede 
Palace. The special display in Building 9 this year 
was truly the icing on the cake celebrating the 90th 
Anniversary of the Model A Ford. The 100-car display 
was put together by Karpo Murkijanian & Brian Bauer 
and was a fantastic mix of historic, iconic or just plain 
good looking Model A Ford hot rods from 1928 -1931. 
Building 4 is where the main action usually happens 
with 14 contenders for America’s Most Beautiful 
Roadster. This is the busy hall as everyone wants 
to check out the latest from vendors like Roy Brizio 
Street Rods who had six of their latest cars on display. 
There was also a pinstripers auction and then outside 
there were also live bands and the usual refreshment 
and food vendors. Despite this show being in the 
peak of our summer here in New Zealand, the GNRS 
is a must-do bucket list type of event and there are 
usually a few open houses from rod shops which 
are always worth a visit too. Check out www. 
rodshows.com for further information on the show. 


GNRS has it all, including serious high-end 
low riders such as this wildly painted Impala. 


If nostalgia rodding is more your thing, then you will 
really enjoy the Suede Palace which features a diverse 
mix of nostalgia, traditional and barn fresh rodding. 


To recognise his significant contribution to hot rodding, Chip Foose was named “Builder of the Decade”. Fittingly his display featured some of the most 
incredible cars he has built at Foose Design and at the awards ceremony he announced a Sam Foose Memorial Award to begin for next year’s show. 


Manuel Reyes is probably best known for flaming the California Kid for 


the late Pete Chapouris, but this is his own 1936 Ford three-window. 
Manuel has built this car over a long period, and it was Geoff Mitford- 
Taylor and Steve Morrow who did all the sheetmetal work on this neat car. 


East Bay Speed & Custom built Brian Rusk’s 1936 Ford 
coupe, and it was a perfect execution of a late forties tail 
dragging custom. Some even referred to it as a modern, 
accurate rendition of the famed Jack Calori coupe. 
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Judging America’s 
most Beautiful 
Roadster

MID last year I was asked to join 
the judging team for America’s Most 
Beautiful Roadster, which at 
first I thought was too good an 
opportunity to be true and 
possibly it was a prank. In the 
interests of playing things cool 
and in order not to attract the 
tall poppy syndrome I kept this 
opportunity on the down low. 

Why was I asked? The reason being 
is that the show organisers had an 
opening and felt that fresh, young 
eyes from across the world could add 
another dimension to things. I knew if 
I said no I would never be asked again, 
so I jumped at the opportunity. The 
judging team is made up of individuals 
in the industry be it from media, 
fabrication or building backgrounds. 
Nine of us in total all working from 
the same judging sheet. The calibre of 
judges brings a balance of neutral and 
non-emotional judging and trust me it’s 
as brutal, unforgiving and as passionate 
as you may think, but it is a fair process 
and keep in mind we are judging 
America’s Most Beautiful Roadster, not 
the most traditional or the most driven. 

We flew in to arrive in time for 
part one of the judging process on 
Wednesday. The cars are called one by 
one to be DRIVEN into the hall and up 
to the judge’s table. This is an incredibly 
important aspect to the judging process 
as they can admire (or not) the car as 


it comes towards 
them and see how 
it looks and sounds 
from all angles. Another 
dimension to this is we can see 
how comfortable (or not) the driver 
is in the car and how they control it. 
Interestingly a couple of cars simply 
instantly failed in this section. Once 
parked by the curtain backdrop, the 
owner and/or builder are given a 10- 
15 minute window to talk with the 
judges, describe the theme and build 
process of the car and highlight any 
features possibly missed. This is another 
interesting aspect to the judging process 
which showcases how well (or not) the 
owner and/or builder understood the 
end result of what they were building 
with design and fabrication execution. 

A few cars handed out “build books” 

(see inset pic) which really showcased 
the extent of the work of these cars. 

Wednesday is a long but enjoyable day, 
and it was clear we had three top cars 
amongst the 14 contenders. When I say 


top cars I mean cars which it’s incredibly 
hard to fault the style, detail and the 
finish. From Wednesday judging, each 
car is then sent to its allocated display 
area and display set up begins in time for 
Friday’s noon show opening deadline. 
The judges then have up until Saturday 
night to further inspect the 14 cars in 
their displayed format before meeting 
and going around the table to select the 
2019 America’s Most Beautiful Roadster. 

I must say its an incredible achievement 
to be accepted as a contender for AMBR 
and this year the extreme diversity 
of entries was noted. The award isn’t 
about the biggest bucks wins; it’s about 
styling, theme, fit and finish, design 
and fabrication and the way the whole 
package is wrapped up as one. The 
key to the prestige and importance 
of the AMBR award is to objectively 
select the best car of the 14 contenders 
for the most legitimate reasons to 
maintain the credibility within the 
hot rod and custom car industry. For 
2019 many felt the right car won. 



Rick Dore’s latest was this 1937 Coachbuilt 
roadster featuring a custom one-off 
aluminium body by Luc Deley at Marcel’s. 


Roy Brizio Street Rods did an excellent job on the controversial 1932 Ford two- 
door phaeton by Brookville. Owned by Ross Myer, this car has a true resto rod feel 
despite its custom body originally designed by Chip Foose for Brookville Roadtf&r. 













“Big SCOT” is this neat SCOT blown 
Ardun powered 1932 Ford roadster 
originally built by Dave Crouse. 


South City Rod & Custom’s Bill Ganahl was inducted into the 
GNRS Hall of Fame for his contribution to hot rodding restoring 
such cars as the Ala Kart, Sam Barris Merc, Jack Calori 
1936 coupe, Tom McMullen 1932 roadster and such like.

This photo is important for many reasons. This is the first time that 
the Ala Kart and the Emperor have been parked side by side since 
1960. Barris built the Ala Kart for Richard Peters, and it won the 
AMBR in 1958 & 1959 while Barris also built the Emperor for Chuck 
Krikorian. Peters and Krikorian were related, and the Ala Kart was 
withdrawn from AMBR in 1960 giving the win to the Emperor. 


All the AMBR winning Model A’s were put together 
as a centrepiece to the most historic display which 
was appreciated by all who came into Building 9. 


Rich Guasco won the AMBR in 
1961 with this roadster which 
he still owns to this day.

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Daz and Geoff

AT the October T8 test ‘n tune at 
Ruapuna, two Garage regulars, 

Darren ‘Daz’ Blackburn and Geoff 
Dell, were as usual, competing in 
their Chevy powered Capri and ’23 
T-bucket, both fairly rapid cars. These 
two guys are always good value at 
The Garage. (Geoff: “I’m thinking 
of selling the bucket”. Daz: “Dam! 

Who’s gonna follow me down the 
dragstrip ”? On this day, they ran a 
best of 3- First, run they paired, Daz’ 
Capri ran a 12.407@ll4mph against 
Geoff’s T (with passenger Mudgy 
from The Garage) which managed 
12.803@105mph. The second run went 
to Geoff’s T with a personal best of 
12.2@108mph over Daz’s 12.5@110mph. 

A third race between the two was 
coming later, but before then Daz, who 
was optimistically wearing sunglasses 
even though the sun had resigned 
itself to having a stuff-all chance of 
making a special guest appearance, 
aimed a crash helmet at my head and 
said: “Jump in!” Well, you don’t have 
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to tell me twice, so I jumped into the 
Capri, instantly flattening Daz’s ham 
and cheese sandwich which was on 
the passenger seat. Onto the track, 

Daz frying the tyres in an impressive 
burnout with just a smidgen of axle 
tramp. Hell, do we still call it that? 
Neither of us can recall who was in 
the other lane, but the Capri took 
the race in 12.811@110.99 mph. On 
this day Daz was using his 3-0:1 rear 
cruisin’ gears. He has run a personal 
best of 11.4@120mph with 4.11s. 

While many still see a 12.8 et fairly 
modest, it was plenty to get my slow- 
moving adrenalin going. Back in the 
pits, I left Daz with his butt-imprinted 
Molenburg.

And now, a double dose 
of adrenalin! I hadn’t been this excited 

since.err, well, I can’t remember, but 

it involved whipped cream and a feather. 

Just to squeeze between the roll cage, 

I had to swallow a couple of muscle 
relaxants, and the experience of 
everything in close proximity (I have 
been in buckets before, but it’s been a 
while) The burnout was phenomenal, 
and Geoff has become something of an 
expert at this sort of thing. Daz too, for 
that matter, who also puts the Capri on 


the burnout pad at Muscle Car Madness. 
And then Daz lined up beside us or 
their final best-of- 3 runs. One apiece 
so far. The tree turned green, one of 
us yelping like something with a tail 
caught in a trap. It wasn’t Geoff. Blimey. 
At the 60 foot mark, I could feel my 
favourite denim jacket disintegrating. 

It was quite a buzz, and Daz just 
edged past us near the finish, the 
Capri taking it in 12.7@110mph over 
Geoff’s 12.834@104mph. Pretty staunch 
reaction times too. Plus I have to admit 
to being slightly surprised, on crossing 
the finish line, how fast the end of the 
braking area come up. And that’s after 
a 12.8 pass. How Garth Hogan ran a 
six many years ago is quite staggering, 
and a lesser man that Garth might have 
even had a bowel evacuating moment. 

For a slow-poke like me, a couple of 
12.8s is plenty quick enough. How 
‘bout Daz and Geoff? By the following 
meeting Daz had changed his rear 
end gears and running 11s, and now 
Geoff is talking about a blower 

The Garage banter goes on. 

Daz: “Still trying to get 
your times down? ” 

Geoff: “Yeah. I recently lost a 
few kgs. I’m now 100kg”. 

Daz: “Really? That’s one- 
tenth of a ton”. 

Geoff “Gee.thanks”.
